When the 
tickets are collected1 tho train moves slowly 
on and comas to an apparently interminable 
embankment with' the shallow reedy salt 
wator on each side. 


Away to tbo left appears Venice. Tho 


sight is most disappointing. It reminds me 
of tho classic rjglons of Saginaw or Bay 
City, tho Now Jersey marshos or tho Ion 
land below London.

The jury in the above case retired 


about three o'clock Saturday, and m ths 
evening returned a verdict of 85,000 dam- 
age for the plaintiff. 


The action was brought by Mrs, Brad- 


ley because of an article published in 
the Evening WisooBBin, in Milwaukee, 
in January, 1882, which stated that tho 
cause of D 0. Bradley's suicide, which 
occurred in Eonosha on Christmas, '81> 
was his wife's elections and desertion of 


him. 
Mr. Bradley was a sewing machine 


agent at Eau Claire previous to hie death, 
and his young son was employed in hii 
office and paid by the sewing machine 
company. Tha article charged that Mrs. 
Bradley sent the boy to school, and 
hired e, girl in his place for S3 & week 
and pocketed tho difference 
in tho 


wagon, and that an attempt to keep up a 
certain amount of style, caused Bradley 
to appropriate money belonging to his 
employers, which Ruined him to make 
good, and that then his wife left him and 
went home to her father in Kenosha; 
that tho husband followed her, had an 
interview with her, and then out his 
throat. 


The defendants published a retraction 


of the article, but not until August, 1883 
when the suit was about to Ibe brought. 
They admitted that the charges in the 
article wore wholly false, but pleaded 
that the article was written by a reporter 
on information which he Ithought true, 
and that they -knew nothing about it, and 
had no intent or thought of injuring the 
plaintiff, whom they had-never hoard of 
until then. 


It appeared that the relation between 


Mrs. Bradley and her husbaad were ot 
tho most affectionate character, and that 
the cause of tho seperation at the time of 
her return home, was failure of his 
health, both ot body and mind. Be went 
to Bochester, Minn,, for treatment by 
their old family physician, but when he 
came homo to spend Christmas with her 
and their children, was in a demented 
condition, lost his baggage, and wandered 
about for some time after he reached 
Kenosha, before he could find her father's 
house. His mind wandered during the' 
couple of days he was home before Christ- 
mas, though receiving every attention 
and kindness from bis wife and her peo- 
ple, 
and on Christmas morning killed 


himself as stated. 


The jury found that tho newspaper 


proprietors were actuated by no malice 
toward Mrs. Bradley, but should pay har 
85,000 for the actual mental suffering 
and injury to hor reputation caused by 
the article.

DR, JOES 


Dr. John Mitchell died at his hosie on 


West Milwaukee street, this city, on 
Saturday afternoon aft three o'cloolr> in 
his 83d year. 


We find the following biographical 


sketch of Dr. Mitchell in tho "United 
States Biographical Dictionary," and 
pabliah it entire at this titfio: 


The life of an ordinary settlor on ths 


rough, uncultivated prairie in the early 
days was confessedly a hard one; and 
when to this the inevitable deprivations 
and discomforts of a practicing pbytr 
clan's career are added, tbo climax of cn- 
attraetirenesB would seem to have been 
realized. Thn part taken by tho pioneer 
physicians of the went in its early settle- 
ment, has been a highly important one; 
and many of these scattered members ot 
a noble profession have abided no small 
honor to its already brilliant locord. Of 
this class is Dr. JohnlMitcholl, of Janes- 
ville, Wiscocsin, the subject ot this mo" 
moir. 


His ancestors were members ot the so- 


ciety of Friends—the followers of • Penn. 
He was born on Christmas day, 1803, on 
the Neshaminy, 
near 
AttleborouRb, 


Bucks county, Pennsylvania. Here his 
grandfather, Eichard ilitohell, at au ear- 
ly day, had purchased a farm bordering 
on that stream, and upon which he 
built flouring and other mills. 
Afler 


many years he conveyed his property to 
the doctor's father, whose name was also 
Bichard, and retired from active Mo to 
Attleborough, where ho eventually died 
at an advanced ago. 


The doctor's mother was Elizabeth 


Brown, cousin of General Brown, the 
comtnBcder-ic-ohief of tho army iu the 
war of 1812. 
Their fathers wero broth- 


ers, and tho founders of Brownsville, Ji f- 
forson county, New York. 


Having taken'poesession of this proper- 


ty the doctor's father was for a time as- 
sociated in the milling business with a 
brother of tbo general—Judge Browm 
who previously had married one ot his 
sisters. 


Subsequently 
his father purchased 


milling and farming property at Yard- 
leyville, a few miles above Trenton, New 
Jersey, on the Pennsylvania side oC 'the 
Delaware, and to that place he removed 
with his family in ]812. Here the lad 
obtained his chief education, with a fin- 
ishing course at Newtown academy. In 
1819 he commenced tho study of medi- 
cine under his nnole, Dr. John 8. Mitch- 
ell, of Humesville, [with whom he re- 
mained about two years. 


In 1821 his father removed with hie 


family to Itoobester, New York, and the 
oon, for an indefinite time, was com- 
pelled to give up tho study oE medicine. 
Here he became a clerk in the dry goods 
store of Evcringham and Brothers. In 
the course ot some three or four years 
the proprietors of the house assisted him 
to establish 
himself in 
business 
at 


Soottsville in the same county. Here 
he carried on successfully a general 
country trade. 


In 1834 ho removed to Buffalo, New 


York, where he commenced a dry goods 
and clothing business on an extended 
scale, having a separate establishment of 
of each at the same time in the city. In 
this business ho continued till tho gen- 
eral crash of 1S37, which terminated his 
mercantile career. 


In 1838 he entered, as a student, the 


office ol Trowbridge and Winne, emmi- 
nent physicians of that city; and with 
energy arid perseverance that know no 
discouragement, resumed the study of 
medicine. 
He continued his studies 


without interruption, attending at the 
same time the usual course of locturesj 
till the winter of 1&13-2, when ho took his 
degiee of M. D., at Genova College, New 
York. 


After graduating he returned to Buffa- 


'o ard immediately entered upon prac- 
tice, 
Although.meeting with gratifying 


success, he decided to emigrate to the 
then far West, 


In 1844 he removed with his family to. 


Janesville, Wisconsin, then a village of 
only about'three hundred inhabitant. 
Here he established himself permanent- 
ly in his profession; and besides attend- 
ing to its duties also engaged in farming 
and dealing in lands. 
A considerable 


portion ot the city is now situated upon 
what was originally his farm. 


In 1852 he established in the interest 


of his party, a weekly newspaper, "The 
Democratic Standard," of which for 
some time'he was editor and proprietor 
The paper was eminently successful, and 
after the presidential election ot 1852, a 
favorable opportunity offering, ho dis- 
posed of the establishment, 


In 1855 he waa elected president ot the 


State Medical Society. 
Other interests, 


•accumulating and claiming his attention 
he, about this time, retired from actual 
practice; but still for many years engag- 
ed in medical consultation. 


In 1861, and again in 1SG5, the last 


two years of the rebellion, he was elected 
maysr of tha city, tbo second term with- 
out a competitor. 


In 1874, at its annual meeting, he was 


elected honorary member of tho State 
Medical Society. 


Dr. Mitchell has for many yeara been 


in the habit of writing for the :preas, and 
not a few of his magazine and other arti- 
cles, together with several poems, aro of 
such merit as to deserve moro perma- 
nent record. 


Dr. Mitchell has been thrice married; 


his wives were sisters and. were the 
daughters ot tho Hon. Isaac Lacoy, de- 
ceased, of Monroe county, New York, 
who for many years was a distinguished 
member both of-the assembly and senate 
otthatstate: Elizabeth [.and Juliet, the 
first two, livad but a few years after mar- 
riage 
He has also lost one ohi!3, a son, 


who died in infancy, 
Cyrena 0., his 


present wife, with one child of each, two 
sons and one daughter, and an orphan, 
a niece of Mrs. Mitchel, constitute the 
family. 


In 1854 Dr. Mitchell was tendered the 


democratic Domination for congress in 
this district, then embracing two-thirds 
tho territory of the state, but declined 
the proffered honor. While he was a 
stanch democrat, he was a follower and 
supporter ot the principles enunciated 
by Senator Douglas, and at the 
com- 


mencement of the civil war remained a 
iteadfaab friend of the Union and a sup- 
porter of the administration of President 
Lincoln. 


At the completion of his eightieth 


year, ho issued a Handsome little book ot 
pooD-s, from which we copy —

more than three times tha supply needed 
tosutalltLo land intended for raising 
tobacco.. 


J. 1'. JTitch, of Hatfiold, Masaachu- 


sette, suggests, 10 the U. H. Tobacco 
Journal, now methods and means for 
manuring tobacco. ^beda. He says that 
he has always plowed under the stems 
which are to manure his tobacco crop. 
This year he has also sowed on his cot- 
ton seed-meal (which is qaite aitonaive- 
ly used as ujfertilizor for tobacco) and 
worked it well in' with a harrow. As tho 
land is m a windT location, the piece has 
since been rolled to prevent the loss oj 
its small surface particles by the wind. 
Other growers are not in . tha habit of 
making such early preparations for tno 
tobacco crop. But a little reasoning 
demonstrates that Mr. Pitch is doing the 
right thine. Tho earlier the stems can 
bo plowed under, the better, because 
thay aie quita slow to decompose and 
need to be put under the ground oe ear- 
ly us possible so as to become available 
for plant food, 
ao with cottonseed 


moal. 
It 
is 
a 
vegetable 
mate- 


rial that probably requires to be at 
least three or four weeks in tho soil be- 
fore any portion of it will become avail- 
able to plants. 
Applied now, by the 


time the joung tobacco plants aro se i 
some o£ the cottonseed meal will be suf- 
ficiently rotten to furnish soluble phos- 
phoric acid and nitrogen just at the time 
when it is most needed to give the plauis 
B vigorous start. The rest of the cotton- 
reed will gradually act, and then with 
the stems to back it up the crop will 
raaturo early and be out of tbo way ot 
frosts and hail. 


ytecis and cottonseed make a pretty 


well balanced fertilizer, but probably 
tbeaddilisn of sotce high grade sulphate 
of potash would produce fmly aa good if 
not better results wi;h 
considerable 


less 
meat and sterns. Tobacco IB a 


great potash plant, and it fertilizers 
of any sort are used, they should contain 
potash to excess. Care should be taken 
tbat the potash silta do not contain over 
2 per cent, of chlonno, as it is harmful to 
the burn. 
Dealers should be made to 


guarantee their potash salts not to con- 
tain more than this amount of chlorine. 


The same is true o£ mauuiactured to- 


bacco fertilizers, which should state on 
the guaranty tbo amount of chlorine 
present. Some of the progressive man- 
ufacturers already do this, thus assuring 
growers that this deleterious material is 
not present in their fertilizer to any hurt- 
ful extent. The investigations of the 
Connecticut 
experiment station con- 


firmed the bad effect ot the chlorine— 
which occurs in fertilizers m the form of 
chloride of sodium, (common salt) or 
chloride of magnesia— on the burn. 


Tho great need ot lime to make a 


good burn is another result of this scien- 
tific investigation, thus confirming the 
observations and experience of practical 
growers 
Use lime liberally— 300 to 500 


pounds per acre at least, in the Connec- 
ticut valley. 
It is also required on the 


Honsatonio and Dutches county inter- 
vales. 
Whether lima is needed on the 


soils of western New York and Pennuyl- 
mo, can be determined by experiment. 
Air-slacked limomoy be used, but good 
fresh lime is better. It is so cheap that 
no ono has any excuse for neglecting this 
cisential to a good burn.
